Tlio petitions that had been circulated were 


tent in to the Secretary, who joined them to- 
gothor nnd counted them. 


Mr. S. D. HASTINGS, E^q., was (lien intro- 


duced to tliu audiencu by tins Clmirmnn. 


Mr. Hnslin»!i said he feared Unit they had 


como there to bo plensed,— to bo delighted by 
'bursts of eloquence and oratory. If so, they 
would bo disappointed. lie could only lay 
before them thu fuels nnd the arguments fur 
adopting llio Mainu Law. lie first took up 
License laws, and said their anti-democratic 
character always innkcH them nnpontiliir. — 
Would the pnoplu obey a law licensing men 
to steal, or counterfoil? 
Certninly not. 
It 


was thu some with licensing tlio snlu of liquor. 
A conviction that they were wrong and un- 
just had taken possession of nil minds, and 
prepared tlio way for tlio righteous legislation 
wo arc now Advocating. 


Ho saiil, in asking for Iho Maine Law, wn 


interfered with no man's right. Wo simply 
naked for protection. Thu liquor traffic do- 
•troys tlio virtue and happiness of families, 
and thu welfare of sonuty, and no man has 
a right to do that. No man has a right to 
use his own property so an to injure his 
neighbor. 


'Icmparanco men hava not heretofore aimed 


nt tho right mark. They havu directed their 
attack at tho rumscllcr. This is not right. 
Tha traffic is carried on according to law, 
and the people nuiko tho law. Tim rumsollers 
aro no morn guilty, than those who make the 
lnw» iillowint: them to id!. Tha whole people 
nro responsible!, no lonjj as those laws exist. 
By licensing it, the traffic is made respectable, 
and an inducement placed bcforu thu runnel- 
Icr to flell more, in order to get back his nion- 
'cy. 
• Tho Miiinu Law makes thu traffie dis- 


graceful, like stealing nnd counterfeiting, — 
drives it into the secret places and dens of 
tho narth. 


But thu great point is, whether thi* law can 


bo enforced. 
It can bo enforced, because it 


has been enforced in Mainu. And now for 
tho fucU. 
[JTlio speaker hero rend n number 


of extracts Irom speeches made in Maine, and 
also como statistic*, showing that tho law had 
been enforced ; that thu peojilo thero would 
sustain it; that even the drinking men woru 
in favor of it ; that crime and pauperism had 
greatly diminished, and that fire* wuru much 
less frequent. These extracts, and those sub- 
scmientty read by him, have already been 
published in tho Froii Democrat, in the scries 
of articles by Mr. Hastings in favor of thu law. 
Fur tluil reason, and for want of space, wo re- 
fur thoso who with to examine thu facts to our 
columns heretofore. — Jv/.] 


Mr. II. then continued. I think I have 


read enough to show that thu law lins been 
enforced in Maine. 
Wo don't spy that no 


liquor in drank llicro; but that, if it is drunk, 
it 5* dono secretly, liko robbery and murder. 
We siiy it ban dono away with crime. With- 
out doubt thu law will bu violated. So aro all 
criminal laws. 


But it may bo said, that, although enforced 


in Maine, it cannot bo enforced in Wisconsin. 
I any it can bo enforced moru easily hero, 
than in Maino. [Thu speaker lioro entered 
Into a comparison between Maino and Wis- 
consin, as to thu amount of capital invested in 
tliu liquor business, thu number of largo cities 
nnd village!*, thu amount of floating population, 
mailers nnd lumbermen, &e., showing that on 
nil these points Wisconsin is more favorably 
situated, for enforcing tho law, than Mainu 
•was. His arguments on this point may bo 
found in his article No. 7, published in our 
daily of January 28th.— Kil.l 


llo then proceeded. Tho law 1ms been on 


forced in Maine, — why not in Wisconsin t In 
Portland and tho largo villages there, — why 
not in Milwaukcu nnd thu small villages hero'/ 
Tho obstacles to its enforcement there, wore 
greator than can bo found in our State. 


But admitting tho law to bo constitutional, 


nnd that it can bo enforced, is thero any hopo 
of passing it nt this session ? 
Aro tlio pcoplu 


ready for it ? I answer, they nru ! (Chours ) 
Petitions aro pressing in. Ono member pro- 
son tod ono with 2,000 names. (It was hero 
stated by tho Clmirmnn, that the petitions on 
. tho table contained 2,100 names, collected in 
this city. At which announcement, there wan 
groat cheering.) This law secures friends, 
among tho«o who oppose all other laws. I do 
not draw on fancy in saying this, but spoak 
from facts. Tho friends' of Temperance nro 
nil in its favor. 
Tho clurgy nro in its favor. 


Tho press, with fow exceptions, nro in its 
favor. 
(Tho speaker hum read extracts, 


showing that tho Kncina Advertiser, Janes* 
villo Gazette, Fran Democrat, Konoslm Tele- 
graph, Wisconsin Express, nnd Western Star, 
wore in favor of it, nnd also slated that the 
Mineral Point Tribuno was in favor of it.) 
Tho drinkers nro tn favor it,— they know that 
tho habit of drinking may, nnd docs, ruin 
thorn, and yet they cannot slop whila tempta- 
tion is constantly placed before them, lax- 
payers aro In favor of it. Tlio ladies nro in 
, favor of it,— thoy seem to nno its nd vantages 
by intuition. After travelling through tho 
State, I have yet to find tho first lady opposed 
to it. Numerous mooting* which I havu ad- 
dressed nro • in favor It. Tho Norwegians in 
Dana county nro in favor of it. Thoy could 
not resist llio temptation, but wished to bo re- 
moved from iti I had xotno doubt nbout this 
At first, and therefore wrote to their represen- 
tative, who, in reply, informed ma that it wns 
truo, nnd that thoy would sustain the law. 
. (Tho Chairman hero itatod that n Norwegian, 
in this city, had procured 74 names among 
liii countrymen since last week. Cheers.) In 
Waterlown, thoy nro moving in favor of it. 
Is there, then, any probability of iU passage ? 
If tho friends of tho cmua nro nctivo and per- 
•owing, I cannot doubt it. 


• I have recently presented this subject tn 


the Legislature. .Tho Hall was granted, and 
n large number attended and listened atten- 
tively. I prciontad them- tho facts. I told 
them of tho 'unpopularity of liccnso lawn,— 
that they were opposed by liquor donlors, and 
oppowd by temperance man',— that they wore 


• not rijilit, and could not bo enforced.; I told 
'•them', that if tho'Maino Law was enacted, nnd 
. not enforced, wo should bo in no worse condi- 
; tion, than wo nre in now,— that it could be 


enforced whore our present law is enforced. 
I told .them tho movement was progressive, 
and if not granted now, 'agitation would con- 
tinue till it was granted. 


Shall wo havo such a law ? Itmnitbow. 


Temperance men are united, and determined 
to have it 
• .People will hot bo ruined, by rnra- 


wllers. ''I haro detained you too long;- but 
the deep 'intercut I feol in this uibject,— the 


strong desire I bare, that our State ahould be 
delivered from tho great e»il« of intemper- 
ance, are my only excuse. 


_Mr. Hastings was listened to throughout, 


with prcnt attention, nnd more1 especially 
when he was giving tho fncti 'na to the en- 
forcement of tho law in Maine, and ho sat 
down amid great cheering. 


Dn. MAC'.VISH then took tho stand. Ho 


said: I could not help thinking, when I look- 
ed around this beautiful Hall, how our angels 
would look (pointing to tho pictures behind 
him), if, instead of harps, they bad bottles in 
their hands. (Laughter.) From tho charac- 
ter given to Milwaukee, I should suppose tho 
bottles would be tho more appropriate em- 
blems. I have heard it said, in other places, 
that tho Maine Law could not be enforced 
here 1 I denied it. I said I would come here 
and sec. And now I wish alt who think they 
have ever been benefited hy drinking crop, to 
say aye 1 (Theru was a solitary and faint aye, 
the voico of a youngster on tho outskirts of 
tho audience.) 
Who is it ? Lot tho gentle- 


man give his name, nnd I will writo on to 
Barnum, who would doubtless give something 
for him. (Great laughter.) 


The other side of thu question was then 


called for, and tho speaker said: All those 
who think tho uso of intoxicating liquors as a 
beverage, produces nothing but vice, misery, 
crime, and ruin, say Ayo 1 (A unanimous 
shout of Aye, went up from all parts of tho 
house.) 


I nicked up n paper to-day, in which some 


gentleman was defending tho liquor traffic— 
perhaps the samo ono who said Ayo, here, to- 
night, lie referred us to Italy, France, and 
the countries in Europe. If we were citizens' 
of those countries, thi« might do. But we 
must legislate fur things ns they aro in the U. 
States. Wo must legislate for " blue ruin," 
in the shape of whiskey, and for " rut soup," 
in the shape of huor. (Groat laughter.) That 
gentleman mid thu Maine Law would bo n 
violation of our natural rights. I say it would 
ho in violation of no right, but that it is con- 
sistent with right, reason, and morality; - • 


Tha moral laws may bo discovered as easily 


ns tho physical laws. I never feel any diffi- 
culty in presenting a grout moral truth to the 
hearts of men, unless it be perhaps to profes- 
sional men. If I present it to a Doctor, ho 
examines the books, perhaps goes bock to Gu- 
len^and thu other old writers, and assents, to 
it, if he finds it a carding to " correct nrac- 
tico"! Tho Clergyman examines what llall, 
or Chrysostom and tho Fathers, have said 
about it, and finally adopts it, it he finds' it to 
bo orthndox I (Laughter.) 
Tho legal gentle- 


man hears n moral truth proposed, with the 
greatest indifference. IIu is like tho man who 
sat with tho utmost composure; during n very 
affecting sermon, which brought tears to the 
o) es of all around him, and when asked how 
ho could fit thero unmoved, replied, " Oh 1 it's 
nothing to inn, I don't belong to this church." 
(Grout laughter.) 
IIu looks into Blnckstono, 


falls back to Coko-upon-Littleton, examines 
Justinian's Institutes, nnd perhaps tho whole 
Roman law, to see whether it is constitutional I 
Before ho will help pull his neighbor out of a 
pit, ho must first know whether it is constitu- 
tional I (Laughter.) 
But I appeal to my 


fellow-men, who havo hearts to feel, nnd 
minds to look at things directly, und not with 
professional prejudice. 


In discufsinu this question, w o _ h c a r _ n 


great deal said about rights. 
This is, in 


taut, nn ago of rights,—natural rights and 
legal rights, women's rights and right ^of 
way I And it may, in truth, almost bo snid, 
" whatever in, i» riuht." 
I lovo liberty, 


and I lovo those who lovo it ;• and if I 
thought this law n violation of liberty or nat- 
ural right, I would shoulder my oU; rusty 
musket to oppose it. We often hsar it said, 
that men give up a part of their natural rights 
when thoy enter into society. But 1 deny 
this. I say the rights of-souiotv arc nothing 
more than an aggregation of individual rights. 
Man U naturally a social being, nnd was born 
for society. There aro no natural hermits. If 
a man should go nnd locate himself an some 
uninhabited mountain, tu bu a hermit, another 
would have a right logo and locate thero too; 
and if the former should blow his horn, so ns 
to disturb the slumbers of the latter, ho would 
havo n rijiht to stop tho music. (Laughter.) 
A young fellow, filled with tho love of glory, 
once enlisted in tho English army. Ho liked 
liquor ns sotno folks in this country do, and to 
got it, ho sold a part of his uniform. Ho wns 
tried, nnd sentenced to bo flogged. Tho cap- 
tain asked him if thero was any reason why 
tlio sentence should not bu executed. 
Ho 


said ho thought there was,—thought ho ought 
not to bo (logged, because ha had sold noth- 
ing but what was his own. " Your own!" said 
tho captain ; " why, man 1 nothing is your 
own 1 Your body belongs to tho army, your 
clothes to tho king, nnd your soul to tho dov- 
il 1" In tho snmo way men belong to society, 
and havo no right to injuro cither themselves 
or others. 


Some ycnrs ago I hoard a very eloquent 


speaker from this city say, that " a child bad 
a right to buborn !" Tliat interested tho old 
ladies very much. Ho then said, that, " after 
tho child was Lorn, ho had a right to grow up 
to bo a mun." Tho ladies thought that de- 
pended on the fact whether or not, ho died 
witli tho nieuzlcs or chicken pox. Tho right 
to grow.mp, gave him a right to the soil, to get 
a living from. 
Ho could fence it cultivate it, 


uso it as ho pleased,—but ho had no right to 
dig pitfalls on it, to havo his neighbor fall in- 
to. 
L)o you seo I ho application ? If n grog- 


shop is not a pitfall, I should liko to know 
what is ? Would ho havo n right to sow Can- 
ada-thistles on'his land? 
Certainly ,not 1— 


And yet Canada-thistles nro not half so bad 
ns tho crop of " blue-ruin" which tho rumsel- 
lew nro continually sowing for us to reap*— 
Suppose be should set up n gas manufactory, 
which should injuro tho health of his neigh- 
bors,? It would bo destroyed. He might 
keep cattle, but not such ns wero wont to 
push with tho horns." According to the : Bi- 
ble, such animals wore stoned to death, and if 
tho owner, knowing their habits, allowed them 
to run at large, he was stoned to death alsa—• 
But wo don't propose to stone the rumseller 1 
we'only send against him ".knock down ar- 
guments."
